DETAILED ACTION 

This action is in response to amendments filed on June 29, 2009. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 5 and 21-25 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The claims are deemed to be directed to a nonobvious improvement over the 
invention patented in Pat. No. 6,533,552. The claims include the method step of 
selecting a rotational speed of a motor driving a compressor based on both the pressure 
of air reserved in a tank portion and the time rate of change of pressure in the tank such 
that the compressor may be more actively and efficiently controlled.
